For the purpose of cleaning- of national electoral rolls, the Commission has 
decided to launch ERPAD from x5.02.2015 - 15.05.2015. Draft guidelines in this 
respect have already been circulated among all the CEOs requesting for sending 
their inputs / suggestions by 10.02.2015. We have received replies from only 12 
CEOs namely Arunachal Pradesh, Assam, Bihar, Chhattisgarh, Gujarat, Haryana, 
Kerala, Mizoram, Puducherry, Rajasthan, Uttar Pradesh and West Bengal. The 
suggestions given by the above CEOs are summarized as below:- 

1) Arunachal Pradesh: 

e Due to poor.internet connectivity / power supply in the State, online 
activities like E-Seva, Web portal of NVSP, SMS Gate way, face-book, 
youtube, twitter etc., on the spot modification, deletion, correction, • 
issue voter slip and EPIC etc., will not be possible. 

® Linking of Aadhar and other documents would not be possible as 
issuance of Aadhar is in initial stage while other documents are not 
available with the rural voters.

2) Assam: 

® Linking of Aadhar and other documents would not be possible as 
issuance of Aadhar is in initial stage while other documents are not 
available with the voters. 
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3) Bihar: 

a Due to impending general election to the legislative assembly de- 
novo intensive revision of electoral roll cannot be undertaken at this 
stage. 

4) Chhattisgarh: 

® CEOs should be allowed to dateline various components of the 
• campaign according to their specific requirements with a end date 
specified by the Commission. * 

® CEOs may be asked to submit action plan in advance and ECI can 
monitor on real time basis. 

5) Gujarat: 

Instead of de-novo intensive revision, special summary revision with 
house-to-house verification by BLOs along with BLO register has jbeen 
suggested.

® For Aadhar tagging, data collected by Civil Supplies department will be 
utilized in Gujarat. 

® Exact methodology for voluntary disclosure of multiple entries should 
be laid down. 

® Instead of daily hearing and disposal by EROs/AEROs, one fixed day 
hearing and weekly monitoring has been recommended.

also function as a convergent point to collect and dispose claims 
and objections during the field verification period.

xo) Rajasthan: 

s By allowing other documents in addition to Aadhar Number will 
again lead to chance of duplicate entries as elector can get enrolled at 
two places with the help of producing two different documents at two 
places. Suggested to allow only one document i.e Aadhar for 
authentication. 

® NVSP: Feeding of information through SMS Gateway, Mobile App, e- 
mail etc. may also be facilitated through a Central Portal, 
n) Uttar Pradesh: 

® Due to end of financial year in Feb-March and Board Exams in Feb- 
April, field officers and BLOs will be extremely busy and therefore, 
activities of ERPAD may be undertaken during the period from 15 th 
April 2015 onwards. 

12) West Bengal: 1 

® Main objective of ERPAD- Guidelines should include 100%. 

enrolment of eligible-electors and 100% error free EPIC. 

® Other important points regarding hearing and disposal: personal 
appearance of the electors may not be dispensed off entirely and 
ERO should reserve right of verification. 












• SVEEP: Intervention like distribution of voters slips by BLOs;

quiz/drawing competitions for newly enrolled electors at educational 
institutions, formation of human chains, run for 
democracy are quite effective programs.

« Tatkal correction: Statutory provision regarding 7 days’ notice period may 
be modified suitably. This facility may be given prior to an election. ;

® BLOs may be engaged effectively for collection of data regarding Aadhari 
and other details of electors and BLOs may be compensated suitably byj 
enhancing the remuneration. The fund for SVEEP activities may be
